laymen, and 
frere ex tremely careful to keep all influences that wo uld tend 
lo interfere o r ev en embarrass them, at a rim-leng th. 
It is a 
repo rt that certainly fro m the standpo int o f Impartiality can be 
abso lutely try sted and fro m the ang le o f the standing o f the 
eng ineers, can be g iv en a weig ht unex celled by that o f any o ther 
Indiv idual o r g ro up. 
Tiny were no t endeav o ring to appro v e o r <fisappro v e any 
repo rt 
There was no tho ug ht o f v indicatio n o f any 


individual or group . 
It was an engineering p roblem for these 
three engineers. 
They treated it as an engineering p roblem 
from the beginning, they rep orted it on the basis of an engineer­ 
ing rep ort, and now it is before the p eop le of the county. 
It comes before the p eop le of the county at a very op p or­ 
tune time. 
If this p rogram should be acted up on favorably 
by the board of sup ervisors and submitted to the p eop le for a 
vote, an affirmative vote thereon would enable the whole enter­ 
p rise to be carried on and finished* at a date within which the 
original p rogram could have been finished if adop ted two years 
I 
ago. 
It will be a saving of $6,000,000 or mor^ for the tax­ 
p ayers of Orange county over the other p rogram. 
We say 
“more” because there was a disp ute on with the Santa Fe rail­ 
road which this rep ort does not involve, which might have run 
into two or three million dollars in excess of the amount esti­ 
mated in the former rep ort. 
Further than that, we will have the benefit of reduction In 
p rice now over the p rice that it would have been two years ago, 
which will aid the taxp ayer in again reducing costs. 
The total 
of savings for. latter for the entire county are 34400 acre feet 


of water annually, with all of the activities comp leted. 
This is 
a tremendous saving in water, the need of which is becoming 
so great that unless something is done it will soon sp ell tragedy 
for many and finally for a great p ortion of Orange county. 
This p robably saves all the water that within reason it is 
p ossible to save through any p rocess of action In Orange county 
alone. 
If this is done, and we cannot conceive of failure in it, 
still Orange county will need outside water resources in order 
to carry on. This p rogram, tied on with the Metrop olitan Water 
district p rogram, will mean an insurance for the future of Or­ 
ange county in a very marvelous way, and the total cap ital 
exp enditure in investment in both p rojects would not be such a 
tremendous amount as to be overwhelming for it should be re­ 
membered that three of our municip alities are already in the 
Metrop olitan Water district. Other p arts of our county have it 
under favorable consideration. 
It is time for all group s and 
all interests in Orange county to unite up on 
a comp rehensive 
and 
all-inclusiv e p rogram for this well-favored spo t in o ur 
Southern clime. 
It needs o nly vision courage, 
a sp irit o f un ity and a rec­ 


ognition that the highest self-interest means that we shall stop 
decisive p rograms and get together up on a common one, which 
means water enough for all p urp oses in the county. This is not 
the time for divisive work. 
It is the time to eliminate that. 
Let us forget the dilferences of the p ast and agree on the 
uni­ 
fication of the p eop le. 
With a knowledge of our growing ne­ 
cessities let us join together all for one and one tor ail in 
Orange county. 
The p ossibilities are here. W e certainly have the brains and 
the leadership to bring these p ossibilities to full fruition.

This is the co nclusio n reached by Warren M. Perso ns, Co n­ 
sulting Eco no mist, in his new bo o k. “ Fo recasting Business Cy cles ” 
We do no t liv e in a mechanistic wo rld. We liv e in 
a wo rld 
o f co mplex ities and repercussio ns; a wo rld fraug ht with chance, 
including the v ag aries o f humanwants, fears and ho pes. 
Ev en in such a wo rld, facts and lo g ic play their parts; hut 
they play o nly mino r ro les when sufficiently liv ely human emo ­ 
tio ns take the center o f the stag e. 
Witness the unreaso ning o ptimism which ruled two sho rt y ears 
ag o . 
Witness the unreaso ning pessimism which ruled last fall, 
and which still refuses to face the facts. 
Co nsequently , all business fo recasts must be co nditio nal. 
I They must be based o n the assumptio n that no impo rtant unpre­ 
dictable “ accidents” will o ccur.
